SECTION I. EdueatloDal examiners to iJlspect and supervise. That 

the state board of educational examiners shall constitute a board for the 
inspection. recognition and supervision of the schools designed for the 
instruction and training of teachers for the common schools. 
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SEC. 2. A.ccredlted schools-annnal visitations. That schools desirinlt 
state recognition shall apply to the board of educational examiners which 
shall then proceed to inspect such schools with reference to course of study. 
equipment and faculty. All schools that shall meet the requirements of the 
board of educational examiners shall be known as accredited schools. Such 
schools shall have an annual visitation by some member of the board of edu­
cational examiners, or some one appointed for that purpose by said board, 
who shall receive compensation as is provided for in section 2634 of the code. 

SEC. 3. Certificates-tee. Graduates of approved accredited schools 
who shall pass the required examination for a two-years' certificate shall 
receive from the state board of examiners a certificate for two years, which 
may be renewed under such rules a'l said board may prescribe. Applicants 
for a certificate shall pay a fee of '2.00, one-half of which shall be returned in 
case of faihue.
